FROM THE DIRECTOR 


Greetings, 
Iam honored to present our annual report for fiscal year 2023. 


In accordance with RSMo 34.031, the Office of Administration is 
submitting the annual report to summarize Missouri state 
government's accomplishments in the areas of recycling, waste 
reduction, and recycled-content product procurement. 


State law directs state agencies to implement policies for recycling, 
waste reduction, and procurement of recycled content products. 
The Missouri State Recycling Program, administered by the Office of | 
Administration, Division of General Services, is responsible for 
assisting state agencies in these areas. The State Recycling Program 
works cooperatively with the Missouri Interagency Recycling 
Committee (MIRC) to facilitate recycling and waste reduction by 
state team members. 


As a result of the efforts of state team members and MIRC, we continue to develop the state’s 
recycling collection infrastructure. State team members continue to reduce the amount of 
waste generated at state facilities and the related costs of waste disposal. Recycling and waste 
reduction highlights from FY23 include: 


e 12,041,877 pounds of materials recycled. 


e Energy saved from pounds of material recycled is 
equivalent to the annual energy consumption of 
2,381 homes. 


e $8,500,039 of recycled-content products purchased. 
e $116,749 in revenue generated for the recycling fund. 


e $617,979 in waste disposal costs avoided.* 


We appreciate the support of the Administration and the General Assembly in our recycling 
efforts.

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ABOUT THE STATE 
RECYCLING PROGRAM 
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In 1989, the Missouri State Recycling Program (MSRP) was established when legislation added sections 
34.031 and 34.032 to Chapter 34 of the Missouri Revised Statutes. The MSRP partners with state team 
members and agencies to facilitate fiscally and environmentally responsible strategies for reuse and 


recycling of state property. 


About the Program 


e The MSRP is staffed by the recycling manager and supported by the Missouri Interagency Recycling 
Committee (MIRC), as well as a large number of team member volunteers. 


e MIRC serves an important purpose by providing input and communicating with state team 
members. The recycling committee is composed of representatives from various state departments 
(executive, judicial, and legislative). The member list can be found on the MSRP website. 


e State team members are key to the success of the recycling program. Thanks to their efforts, 
thousands of pounds of material are recycled each day.

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RECYCLING CHAMPION 


The Missouri State Recycling Program (MSRP) annually recognizes state agencies and team members for 
their outstanding contributions in the areas of waste reduction and recycling. 


2023 Recycling Champion Award winner: Dixie Wilde 

(Department of Higher Education and Workforce Development) 

Ms. Wilde is conscientious about reducing waste. She is the agency's go-to for recycling cardboard, 
paper, toner cartridges, office supplies and furniture. Recently, one of the departments found a massive 
collection of out-of-date literature. Dixie made sure it was recycled rather than placed in the dumpster. 
When facilities staff bring back surplus furniture and equipment from workforce job centers around the 
state, Dixie always makes sure that other agencies have a chance to claim the items via MO-REuse 
before it is disposed. She is also very good about checking MO-REuse when the agency needs 
something in order to save money and keep things from going to the landfill.

Governor Parson proclaims November as Recycling Awareness Month 

On November 30, Governor Parson proclaimed November as “Recycling Awareness Month”. We want to 
thank Governor Parson for presenting this proclamation to Recycling Manager, Stephanie Woodruff in 
the Governor's Office. In FY23, state team members recycled over 12M pounds of material. The State has 
also purchased $8.5M of recycled-content products and saved over $600K in waste disposal costs.

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AGENCY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Food Composter Finds Second Life 

While the Missouri State Recycling Program is dedicated to recycling and reusing materials, it also 
utilizes equipment to help perform these duties. Early this year, Northwest Missouri State University 
purchased a composter that was once housed at a southern Missouri correction facility. 


In 2004, a composter was installed at Ozark Correction Center to handle food waste. For 17 years, the 
machine functioned as intended. Department of Corrections discontinued using the composter, not 
because of machine failure, but a shortage of manpower to operate it. 


Instead of leaving a perfectly good composter to sit, DOC decided to offer a chance for someone else to 
give it new life. By getting assistance from the staff at the Missouri State Agency for Surplus Property, 
the composter selling process was a breeze. 
The composter was purchased for $8,000 by 
Northwest Missouri State University. After 
several months of preparation, the 
composter was taken to its new home, more 
than 300 miles away.

Holiday Light Collection Diverts 830 


Pounds of Hazardous Waste 

State team members collectively contributed 
830 pounds of holiday lights to the 2022/2023 | 
season collection. Since 2019, 3,474.57 pounds | 
have been collected, which has kept harmful 
waste, such as mercury from invading the 
landfill.

MO-REuse is a web-based application that facilitates the reuse and

recycling of state property. 


More than 400 team members used MO-REuse in fiscal year 2023 (FY23) to advertise items available to 
other state agencies or to search for items their agency may need. Property exchanged (at no cost) 
includes anything from paper clips and three-ring binders to office chairs. State agencies avoided 
spending an estimated $228,016 by acquiring property through the MO-REuse system instead of 


purchasing new property. 


The MO-REuse community is made up of givers (agencies with unneeded property) and takers (agencies 
that need the property). Property posted or exchanged on MO-REuse is for state agency use only.

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STATE RECYCLING FUND 


Missouri's State Recycling Fund was 
established by RSMo 34.032, which states, 
“proceeds from the sale of recycled materials 
may be used to offset costs of the recycling 
program.” Additionally, all funds deposited into 
the state recycling fund are dedicated to 
recycling-related expenses for state government. 


FY23 did see a noticeable decrease in deposits to 
the state recycling fund for a total of $116,870. 
This was due to a declining cardboard market at 
the end of FY22 and into FY23. This caused a 
significant decrease in recycling proceeds from 
the Department of Corrections and the Office of 
Administration.

Contributions to the Heating Assistance Program (Utilicare) 

Excess revenues from the sale of recyclable materials are transferred to the Heating Assistance Program 
(Utilicare) managed by the Missouri Department of Social Services pursuant to RSMo 34.032. Utilicare 
provides financial assistance to low-income Missourians for heating their homes during winter months. 
As a result of state team member recycling efforts, a $30,000 contribution was made in FY23 which will 
help approximately 150 Missouri households pay energy bills.
